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CiCEKo's  speecli  in  vindication  of  the  Greek  poet 
Archias— wiiose  status  as  a  Ronian  burgess  (civis),  and 
consequent  right  to  be  domiciled  in  Kome  after  tlie  year 
65  E.c,  were  impugned  by  an  agent  of  tlie  Pompeian 
faction  named  Gratius — brings  before  us  two  topics  of 
considerable  interest  to-day  :  the  status  of  the  resident 
alien,  and  the  vahie  to  be  set  upon  a  disinterested 
cultivation  of  Letters.  Rome's  difficulty  in  regard  to 
the  formcr  question  was  not,  as  in  our  casc,  economic, 
but  political  :  the  steady  growth  of  an  immigrant  popu- 
hxtion  formed,  at  the  time  when  this  oration  was 
delivcrcd,  a  menace  to  all  stability  of  government.  To 
tlie  other  topic  a  perennial  interest  attaches.  Himself 
a  man  of  affairs,  and  pleading  before  a  jury  of  native 
instincts  the  most  practical,  Ciccro  throws  down  the 
glove  to  tho  iitilitarian.  No  excuse,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  acute  and  versatile  spirit,  is  valid  for  the  contempt 
of  Learning.  Behind  a  man's  professional  equipment  §  12. 
there  must  be  the  wider  reading  of  the  liheral  student  : 
to  make  recreation  an  end  in  itself,  is  to  reduce  games  to  §  13. 
the  level  of  gambling. 

Aliens  at  Bomc. 

As  her  externnl  rolations  expanded,  the  city  of  Rome  be- 
cameincreasinglythe  resort  of  non-burgesses— foreigners, 
or  Italians.  Her  policy  in  rogard  to  the  peninsula  had 
been  to  imposo  treaties  on  the  Italian  states  whicli, 
cutting  eacli  off  from  reciprocal  trafific  with  tlie  rest, 
bound  them  severally  to  Rome  on  conditions  admitting 
to  more  or  less  of  tlie  full  franchise.     It  followcd  that.

while  Italians  fiom  the  favourecl  boroughs  found  many 
inJucements  to  settle  in  Rome,  thoso  of  more  harshly- 
used  communities  made  it  their  business  to  flock  thithcr 
in  great  numbers,  wlienever  iiolitical  agitation  in  thc 
city  gave  malcontents  a  liope  of  making  their  respective 
grievances  felt.  We  find,  for  instance,  that  during  tho 
Gracchan  Kevolution  a  law  was  i>assed  liy  M.  Junius 
Pennus,  wliicli,  forbidding  aliens  to  settle  in  Kome,  was 
really  directed  against  the  Italians, 

The  poninsular  agitator,  however,  was  not  alone  in 
exciting  tlie  jealousy  of  thc  govcrnmcnt.  To  Romans  of 
the  old  republican  stamp,  of  wliom  Cato  the  Censor 
stands  out  as  the  type,  the  intrusion  of  Greeks  was  in 
a  special  degree  obnoxious.  The  enlightcned  Conqueror 
of  Macedonia,  on  the  otlier  hand,  Lucius  Acmilius 
Paullus,  had  his  sons  trained  in  tho  Hellenic  wisdom 
and  literature — a  course  enthusiastically  pursued  by  that 
one  of  them  who  bccame  through  adoption  P.  Corn. 
Scipio  Aemilianus  Africanus  Minor,  and  gathered  round 
liim  such  famous  literary  men  as  the  historian  Polybius, 
the  dramatist  Terence,  the  satirist  Lucilius,  the  pliiloso- 
phers  Laelius  and  Panaetius.  Against  these  devoted 
exponents  of  the  Grcek  civilization,  mere  conservatibm 
could  do  nothing  ;  wliile  the  entiiely  justifiable  mistrust, 
wliicli  Cato  and  his  followers  entortained  for  Hellenism 
in  its  baser  aspects,  did  but  temporarily  stem  a  tide  fated 
at  last  to  submerge  tlie  primitive  Roman  faith  and  morals. 
In  i6i  E.c.  the  great  Cen.sor  induced  the  Senate  to  banisli 
Greek  phiiosophers  and  rhetoricians  :  a  century  latcr 
C'icero's  defence  of  Archias  shows  us  an  admirer  of  Cato 
A-indicating  Letters  :  before  men  all  of  whom,  like  him- 
self,  coukl  speak  Greek,  and  not  one  of  whom  would 
openly  have  owned  to  an  indifference  towards  Plato  and 
the  poets. 

Aversion  from  the  inroads  of  speculative  thought  had 
its  share  in  the  recurrent  disraissal  of  immigrants  ;  but 
a  more  cogent  reason  for  expulsion  lay  in  tlie  difficulty 
of  maintaining  law  and  order  at  Rome  in  face  of  a 
growing  admixture  of  forcign  ruffianism.     Desperadoes 
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from  all  j^arts  of  tho  Einpiie   llocked  to   Kome,  seeing 
their  chanco  in  such    liorrors   as   attended   the    SuHan  82  u.  c. 
proscription,  and  acting  rcadily  as  the  tools  of  sedition, 
It  was  mainly  to  rid  Rome  of  these  pests  that,  three 
yeara  before  the  i>rosecution  of  Archias,  the  Lex  Papia  63B.C. 
was  passed,  expelling  non-burgesses. 

Before  we  leave  tho  sul)ject  of  these  anti-alien  acts, 
it  is  necessary  to  observe  that,  whero  an  executive  lies 
in  magistracies  of  annual  tenure,  sucli  measures  tend  to 
be  largely  inoperative.  Undesirable  residents  might  be 
expelled  froni  Rome  by  statute  :  their  actual  ejectioii 
was  fref|uently  thc  result  of  private  enterprise  in  the  law 
courts. 

Thc  Italian  Franchise. 

Keference   lias    aiready   been    made    to    tl.e   status   of 
Italians  before  89  b.c.     The  disconteiit  fostored  by  their 
disabilities,  whicli  reformers  like  Gracchus  and  Drusus  j26b.c. 
liad  vainly  tried  to   remove,    lcd  to  an  open   revolt  of  ^' 
tlie  central  peoples  of  Ilaly.     In  the  year  90,  alarmed  by  'j-i,e  ^,xj^i 
thc    success   and   sjjread    of   tlie    rebcllion,    the    henate  ^^'"' 
endeavoured  to  check  disaffection  by  passing  the    Lex  ^ex  Juiia 
Julia,  which  granted  the  fuU   franchise   to  such   com-5oB.  c. 
munities  as  had  taken  no  part  in  the  war,  provided  that 
they  formally  accepted  the  offer.     For  the  few  which 
alrcady   posiessed    a    specially   favourablo    treaty  with 
Romc,  the  change  had  few  attractions.     It  is  known  that 
Hcraclea  and  Neapolis  hesitati-d. 

The   conclusion    of  tlio    Social    War    was   marked    liy 

a  statute,  called  Lox  Silvani  et  Carbonis  in  this  speech,  r.cx

(civilas  /oedcrala). 

(2)  That  thcy  wcie  domiciled  in  Italy  at  llio  timo 
that  tlic  law  was  ])assed.

Thc  Career  o/  Archias. 

Thc  diffnilant  Archinsi  wa»  born  «t  Antioch,  nhout 
tho  yoar  11911.  c,  of  Cin-ck  pnrontn  of  high  rnnk.  Antioch, 
aa  a  contrc  of  U-nrning,  wa»  «t  thnt  tiino  sccond  only  to 
Alixandrin.  Tho  htntcmcnt,  thorcforo,  thnt  Archias, 
whiic  Btill  n  youth,  out-strip|>cd  all  his  contompomries 
in  thnt  city  in  Hufficicnt  proof  that  hiii  abilitics  wcro  of 
n<>  iiiran  ordor.  To  tho  dolibcrato  comj^ositions  of  his 
mnturcr  ycars  Cicoro  nccords  tho  lii){ho.>tt  prai«io  ;  nor, 
«vcn  worc  thc  critic  hcro  clTiiciug  liiniitolf  in  tho  a<Ivoratc, 
can  wo  !«upf>o«o  thnt  lic  w<iuld  (;rntuitously  urgo  n  inoro 
voriificr  to  doal  with  a  th<  mc  »0  donr  to  his  hoart  ns  hia 
own  con."»ul.sliii>.  Arclii.is'  mf>st  iiniwrtnnt  pfxjms  colc- 
bratod  tho  victorios  of  Mnriua  and  Caliilus  ovor  tlio 
Tcutons  and  Cinibri:in<«,  nnd  tlio  cxploits  of  LucuIIut 
in  Asia  ngainst  Mithridato",  74  66  D.c.  Thcso  havc 
pcriihetl  ;  nml  honio  opigrnms,  whicli  nre  ascribod  to  nn 
-\rchins  in  (ho  Antholog)',  mny  or  may  not  h.ivo  bccn 
his.  Wlnthcr  ho  cvcr  complotcd  his  pancgyric  on  thc 
consulship  of  Ciccro  we  do  not  know  ;  but  th«-ro  is  an

gre.it  servicc  during  his  tmvols  in  Itnly  ;  tho  famo  of  hi.s 

j}4,  iS.      powiTi  of  improvisntion  prcccdcd  him,  aii<l  cverywherc 
hc  won  laurds  by  thoir  display. 

Lcaving  Antioch  about  tho  ycar  103,  tho  brilliant 
young  Grcok  travorsod  Asia  Minor  and  Grcocc.  llis 
succcsscs  wcrc  noteworthy.  Tho  citics  of  Southcrn  Italy, 
rcnownod  for  thcir  litorarj*  and  arti.stic  cminoncc, 
prcscnted  him  with   their   franchisc.      Archias  bccamo 

1^3-aB.c.   a   burgcss   of  Tarcntum,    Rbegium,   Naplea,  and   Locri 
Epizephyrii. 
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Hc  reached  Eome  during  the  consulship  of  Marius  and  102  b.c. 
Catulus.  The  latter— himself  of  literary  tastes,  and  tlie 
author  of  a  Greek  rpigram  on  tlie  actor  Roscius  wliich 
has  survived— gave  him  a  wclcome.  He  became  the 
friend  of  Q.  Metelhis  Numidicus  and  his  son  ;  and,  in 
laler  years,  embarked  upon  a  poem  celebrating  the63B.c. 
former's  successes  against  Jugurtha.  He  was  also  received  109  b.  c. 
by  L.  Crassus  and  Q.  Hortensius,  jurists  who  successively 
held  tliat  prcmiership  in  Roman  oratory  which  they  were 
destined  to  yield  to  Ciccro.  But  the  famiiy  that  most 
signallybefriendedArchias,extendingtohimahospitality 
which  probably  ended  only  with  his  life,  was  that  of  the 
Luculli.  Three  mcmbers  of  this  famous  house  aro 
connected  with  tho  carcer  of  our  poet.  The  head  of  tho 
family,  L.  Licinius  Lucullus,  father  of  Lucius  and  Marcus, 
was  absent  in  Sicily  whcn  Archias  first  came  to  Romc.  102  b.c. 
He  was  impeached  for  malpracticos  on  his  return,  and 
had  to  retire  into  exile.  It  secms  probable  that  he 
settled  in  HeiMclca ;  here,  at  any  rate,  at  some  date 
between  loi  and  89  b.  c,  a  visit  was  paid  by  his  son 
M.  Lucullus,  who,  accompanied  by  Archias,  had  bcen  in 
Sicily  collccting  evidence  whcrevvith  to  institute  pro-- 
ceedings  against  liis  fathcr's  accuscr. 

On  his  visit  to  Heraclea  much  of  the  present  suit 
against  Archias  turns.  It  is  plain  tliat  the  Luculli 
possessed  influence  there.  Not  only  was  the  poet  mado 
a  burgess  of  the  city  through  the  direct  interest  of 
Marcus  Lucullus  ;  but,  apparently  out  of  compliment  to  §  10. 
the  family,  he  thenceforth  described  himself  as  a  citizen 
of  Heraclea.  Upon  the  passing  of  the  Lex  Plautin  89  b.c. 
Papiria,  Archias  formally  claimed  to  be  (i)  on  tho 
Heraclean  register,  (2)  domiciled  in  Eome ;  and,  theso 
facts  being  allowed,  (3)  enrolled  himself  on  the  books  of 
hisfriend  the  practor,  Q.  Metellus  Plus,  son  of  Numidicus, 
and  noted  for  his  punctilious  accuracy.  From  that  date  §  9. 
until  62  B.c.  no  question  was  raised  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  Roman  citizenship  of  Archias.  He  assumed  the 
Lucullan  gentile  name  of  Licinius.  He  made  his  will, 
took  possession  of  legacies  from  Roman  burgesses,  and 
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was  montioncd  on  tlic  Distinguishcd  Servico  List  scnt 
in  to  tlie  trcasury  by  L.  Lucullus.  It  was,  howcver,  tho 
tasc — and  tho  Prosocution  seized  on  tlic  fact  — tliat 
Arcliias'  nanie  did  not  appcar  on  the  census-roU  of  any 
year.  This  couKl  not,  as  Dr.  Reid  points  out,  liavo 
invalidatcd  liis  st  itus ;  for  it  nuist  frequcntly  havo 
happoncd  that  a  full  citizcn  was  aljsent  from  Rome  at 
tlio  tinu'  (if  tho  census.  But,  in  any  casc,  Iho  omission 
is  cxphiined  hy  Ciccro.  Immediately  after  the  passing 
<>f  tiio  Lex  Julia  tho  ccnsus  tliat  shouhl  havo  been  takon 
hy  Crassus  and  Caesarwas  aUuwcd  to  drop.  And  on  tlio 
two  subsequent  occasions  wlien  tho  appointcd  officers 
carried  out  their  ta.sk  Archias  was  abroad  with  L. 
LucuUus. 

The  question  th»n  arisos :  Wliy  was  tliis  attempt 
made  to  ]>rove  Archias  an  alien,  after  twenty-scven 
years'  unchallonged  enjoyment  of  tlio  Konian  franchiso  ? 
TJio  answer  is  to  bo  found  in  tho  political  situation 
of  tho&o  eventful  yeai-s.  Tlic  ohl  rivalry  between 
Pomi>cius  aml  LucuUus  came  to  a  head  wlien  the  formcr 
was  appointed  to  tako  over  tlic  command  against  Milliri- 
dates.  Not  only  was  Pompeius  onipowcred  l)y  the  Lex 
Manilia  to  debar  Lucullus  from  completing  his  work, 
but  his  adliercnts  busied  themselves,  during  his  absence 
at  the  seat  of  war,  in  intrigues  to  rob  thc  deposed  general 
<>f  a  richly-deserved  triumph.  It  was  not  celcbrated  by 
Lucullus  until  tho  beginning  of  tho  year  63.  His 
vindictive  oppinents  then  instituted  this  vexatious  suit 
again-^t  Arehias  ;  with  tlie  sole  object,  apparently,  of 
humiiiating  Lucullus  by  the  cxpulsion  from  Romo  of  an 
old  friend  and  professed  eulogi^t.  That  tlicy  werc  foilcd 
in  this  attempt  seems  certain.  Lu'ullus  abandoncd 
l>oIiticaI  life  ;  and  it  is  probable  that  Archias  shared, 
until  his  patron's  death,  the  cultured  and  luxurious 
relirement  for  which  the  name  of  LucuIIus  was  long 
remembered.  The  poet  is  last  heard  of  as  alive  in  the 
vear  44  u.  c. 
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Tlie  Trial 

The  case  was  tried  before  onc  of  the  Standing  Com- 
missions  established  by  Sulla.  These  Quaestiones  PtrpetKaa 
sat  imder  the  presidency  of  a  praetor  ;  while  the  jury 
were  selccted  from  a  list  of  senators,  knight?,  and 
tribuni  aerarii.  A  scholiast  states  tliat  Cicero's  brother, 
Quintus,  presided  on  this  occasion  ;  the  date  is  thereforo 
fixed  as  62  b.c,  being  the  year  in  which  Quintus  Cicero 
was  praetor.  The  prosecutor  was  a  personage  named 
Gratius. 

The  plaintiff '3  case  rested  mainly  on  the  fact  that  the 
archives  of  Heraclea,  having  perished  during  the  Social 
War,  were  not  available  as  proof  that  Arcliias  had  been 
a  burgess  of  that  city.  That  the  defendant  coiild  have 
established  his  claim  to  the  Roman  franchisc  on  other 
grounds  is  obvious.  He  was  n  citizen  of  Ne;ipolls,' 
Rhegium,  Tarentum,  and  Locri.  It  can  only  be  con- 
jectured  that  the  animosity  towards  Lucullus  displayed 
by  the  Pompeians  inspired  his  adlierents  with  an  equally 
A'ehement  resolve  to  defeat  the  other  side  on  their  own 
ground.  We  must  supi")ose  tliat  Archias  felt,  not  only 
his  personal  pride,  but  his  loyalty  to  his  i^atron,  to  bo 
involved  in  the  recognition  of  that  Horaclean  citizenshi]) 
which  the  interest  of  Lucullus  had  procured  for  him. 
The  attendance  in  court  of  that  general,  accompanied 
by  a  deputation  of  distinguished  persons  from  Heraclea; 
effectively  disposed  of  the  case  for  the  prosecution.
